Shipment Of 
Ruhr Coal 


(By John Talbot) 


Rome, June 16. 
The first shipment of 
Ruhr coal to arrive in 
Italy since the end of the 
war has been discharged 


at Genoa. 

This was o cargo of — 6,800 
tons, part of’ the allocation of 
39,000 tons of cooking coal and 
anthracite procured by UNRRA 
for delivery in Italy during the 
second quarter of this year. 

Sinee it ts virtually certain 
that there will be no coal lead- 
ings for Italy from the United 
States during May, UNRRA. 
has been endeavouring to secure 
an additional 184,000 tons ef, 
coal from the Ruhr for ship- 
ment to ftaly  Utring next 
month. 

Resides this coal from the 
ftuhr it is hoped to obtain some 
20.000 tona of anthracite duff 
from Britain, 18,000 tons of si- 
ilar anthracite from South 
Africa, and, later, possibly an- 
ether 35,000 tons ‘fram the 
United Kingdom, : 

This total of 207,000 ‘tons, it 
ix stated, represents the abso- 
tute minimum Italy should re- 
ceive during June from luro- 
pean and South African sources 
anless her whole economic struc- 
ture is to suffer severely. 

Under the most favourabie 
conditions it, is not expected 
that any further shipmenta ean 
now arrive from the United 
States before the seeand week 
in daly, 

The coal shortage in ftaly — 
acountry almost completely des- 
titute of natural supply — will, 
therefore, continue to be ex- 
tremely severe for at least the 
next two months, Until © the 
whole position has been clarified 
regarding. future supplies of 
coal fromthe United States, no 
indication can be given as to 
when normal allocations will be 
resumed, . 

One iticidental effect of the 
stoppage of coal shipments from 
the United States has been to 
emphasise the need of restoring 
in'as short a time as possible 
[Europe's coai economy. 

A significant step towards 
this restoration was the E, C. 0, 
CBuropenn Coal Organisation) 
Conference, which met in’ Paris 
last week to study the probable 
cout posttion throughout ‘Eu-: 
rope during. the coming 12 
months, } 

The Paris caul conference was 
entirely exploratory and fad no 
executive authority, although 
ita recommendations are likely 
to serve as a guide for future 
allocations,—Reuter,

The shadow of-a crippling maritime strike has 
been lifted from the nation’s busy waterfronts. 
The big tie-up was cancelled exactly one min- 


ute before it was to begin. 


The agreement, 


which seven maritime unions hailed as a’ 
sweeping victory, heralded peace, at least tem- 
porarily, in the shipping industry for the first 


‘time since last July. - 
These main facts emerged 
from the settlement of the most 
complex and confusing big la- 
bour dispute in recent years.: 


(1) A powerful new alliance 
—the Committee for Maritime 

nity, composed of seven-unions 
claiming 214,000. members— 
sailed successfully through its 
first teat under the joint leader- 
ship of Harry Brides and Joseph 
Cyrran as co-chairmen. 

(2)*By threatening a_dis- 
astrous strike, it had won from 
the government and private 
ship operators, large wage in- 
creases and other concessions. 


(3) Also, it served notice that 
the subject will come up again 
in September as Bridges agrecd 
to the settlement only as far as 
September 30, and said his West 
Const Jongshoremen will seek 
still higher pay then. 


CIO radio operators- and en- 
gincers also have contracts ex- 
piring in September 30. Mean- 
time, AFL sailors who were not 
represented in the negotiations 
here were seeking more pay in 
wage talks at San I rancisco 
und New York. 


Word received here from San

Not An Offence 


In Britain it is not an offence 
to be a drug addict, the offence 
is committed only when the per- 
gon is in unauthorised posses- 
sion of drugs, 

Arrayed against the Indian 
and Chinese seamen who try to 
amuele raw or prepared opium 
into Britain ore the entire Cus-. 
toms authorities, the provincial 
police and, specialist detectives 
of Scotland Yard and the Home 
Otice Drug Section under Ma- 
joy Soles. The favourite me- 
thod of trying to smuggle drugs 
into the,country is to conceal 
them in the loose folds of cloth- 
ing or in seamen’s bundles. The 
penalty varies but 30 days’ im- 
prisonment for trying to bring 
five ounces into Britain is not 
uncommon, 

The drug-taking craze which 
swept Britain during ‘and after 
the First World War was high- 
lighted by the death of beauti- 
ful 22-vears old Billie Carleton, 
the darling of the London atage, 
who died in November, 1918, 
from an overdose of cocaine. 
As a result of the probing of 
the Coroner into Billie’s death, 
a-legistation was introduced in- 
to Parliament which tightened 
the laws on the use of drugs in 
this country.—Reuter.

. Much is being written in the 
British press about’ the “deca- 
dence” of British. aport and the 
poor performances put. up by 
British sportsmen against ri-4 
vals in nll forms of sport, 
notably boxing and athletica. 
There appears to be a real an- 
xiety as to what will happen 
to Britain in the Olympic Games 
when they are staged in Lon- 
don in 1948. 

* Demands are being made that 
it is time Britain decided to 
“win well” instead of “losing 
gracefully” and that between 
now and the forthcoming Olym- 
pia a real attempt should be 
made to’ groom Britain's best 
athletes for a victory, to get 
them the best possible profes- 
sional instruction, without 
which they will be unable to 
withstand the foreign chal- 
lenges, 

In the past, the British Gov- 
ernment have had nothing to 
do with the Olympic Games 
movement. The bill has been 
met by public subscription and 
various sporting associations. 
A letter to “The Times” this 
week says: “It occurs me 
that the time is opportuhe to 
inquire whether the Government 
are sponsoring the Olympic 
games or not? Whether the 
respective sporting organisa- 
tions are going to be left with 
the “privilege” of footing the 
bill as in the past, with the in- 
evitable result?” 

The writer, Cecil Cook says: 
“T feel. sure it would not be the 
desire of the average Britisher 
to lag behind the other nations 
not only in the ‘respect of/the 
hospitality, afforded to overseas 
visitors but in financial assist- 
ance with the training ~ 
own champions so that they 
may have a fair chance to show 
that on equal terms we can hold 
our own in amateur sport with 
all comers. 

“The present government 
would gain the respect of all 
sportsmen if they wero to an- 
nounce now the launching of a 
National Olympic fund for this 
object and to give the country 
a lead as to the extent to which 
they are prepared to sponsor 
it ie rb tes cet Bae Ss Bice 
“{ give this letter almost fully 
because I think the writer puts 
so many sports- 
meng in Britain are feeling to- 
day, namely that while we‘do 
not want “nationalisation’*-of- 
sport, it’ would be a wonderful 
thing for British sport and for 
Britain herself if the govern- 
ment could, from the financtal 
point of view, ensure its success. 

Prospects 

The Labour government would 
be doing themselves some real 
socd if they heeded this advice. 
I am sure of that. What are 
the prospects of their doing so? 
They may be pretty remote but 
ene should not, I think, over- 
look the fact that the Minister 
of State, Mr. Philip Noel-Baker, 
the former Olympic runner, is 
one of the most ardent support- 
ers of Olympic Games movement 
and if anyone can persuade the 
‘government to take a financial 
interest In the Games he is the 
man -to do it.
